DECISION GRANTING 
PETITION UNDER § 1.48(a) 
and § 1.183 



This is a decision on the ''REQUEST TO RECONSIDER THE PETITION 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.47 ..." filed September 20, 2004. 

The above-identified application was filed on August 28, 1997. 
Clifford Harrison was named as sole inventor. The request to add 
inventors Emery Weber and Phillip Bush was made on petition filed 
May 14, 2004. 

However, by decision mailed July 27, 2004, the petition was 
dismissed for failure to either meet or waive requirements (2) 
and (3) of § 1.48. The petition did not include a statement from 
inventor Weber that the error in inventorship occurred without 
deceptive intention on his part or 2) a declaration re-executed 
by each of the actual inventors (signatures of Weber and Harrison 
were missing) . 

On instant renewed petition, petitioner provided a statement from 
inventor Weber. Moreover, petitioner submitted additional 
evidence to show that inventor Harrison could not be reached or 
found, after diligent efforts, to sign the statement or to 
execute the declaration. 

In addition, petitioner submitted a declaration identifying each 
of the actual inventors executed by inventor Weber and 
resubmitted such a declaration executed by inventor Bush. 

Accordingly, the waiver is granted. 



In view thereof, the petition under 37 CFR 1.48(a) is GRANTED . 
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A corrected filing receipt, reflecting the change in 
inventorship, is enclosed. 

The application is being returned to Technology Center AU 3625 
for further action.
